Drawings 

2. Fig 3 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83 (b) because it is incomplete .It lacks of 
legend to identify atomic elements that form the centered tetragonal crystal structure 

Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 12 is indefinite because of unclear recitation of the limitation: 
— " wherein the plurality of nanostructures of the second semiconductor material 
are distributed according to a regular centered tetragonal mesh lattice " - 
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It is unclear what are the Atomic elements of the nine elements ( nine unidentified 
elements in fig 3. ) Are they all atoms of the same kinds ?? A mix of Atoms of different 
kinds?? or they are compound molecules ?? 

5. Claims 5-11,13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention because they are dependent of a rejected base 
claim.
